After ‘cing processed, the armunition is shipved out acain, The last ob- 
served shipment of artillery ammnition which arrived at the depot was on a 
train of 60 to CO axles, which arrived from Frankturt/Oder between 23 and 30 
September, 4 shipaent, which arrived orior to that date, came fron Kuestrin.it
